waste of time, but after a ‘while, little by 
little, thay came_to appreciste mathematics 


-|aleo'and chemistry, and at one time (1870) 


aven the theory. of niusic and drawing wero 
included among the subjects taught in tbe 
school, Obemistry, which for some years 
ropped out. of the programme, and book- 
keeping, which has been, taken np in several 
of the Grant-in-Aid achools, are at tho pre- 
sent doy making ‘their claims felt. But 
there is adan,er of.oyer-burdening youthful 
braing and teaching muléa instead of the better 
mulium.”. The danger heré pointed out by 
Dr. Erren must, we think, beat once admil- 
ted. * The remedy, be says, ‘appears “to lie 
* in forming a higher division over and above 
that which now includes the first class of 
the Government Central School, If echolars 
can be induced to atey in-school a year or 
two longer, all. the higher eabjects, like 
chemistry, book-keeping, Latia and mathe- 
matical drawing, avd do forth,’might. be re- 
legated to thie senior-division, which even- 
lually might be affiliated “with sowe Engliab 
university.” .

“As ho steadily refused to 
work during that period he was sentenced to re- 
ceive twolve-strokes of the rettin on the Inst 
day, He was accordingly oaned.and discharged, 
evidently more pained than injured by tho whip- 
‘He afterwards returnod to bis frionds, 
and some timo afterwards quarrelled with 2 man, 
qwho struck him with a slipper Subsequontly—~ 
a month after leaving gacl—be became ill, was 
taken to the hospital, and died from lock-jaw 
this week, Mr: Cuscadon held an “ingnest, anid 
the medical evidence poiated to other injuries, 
the cause of which could not -be sscertuinod.

who had been arrested, was thorofore released.

I had the 
night bofore agreed to Become his security at 
the request of several othor Christians, who had 
known him for yoars, and who hed been informed 
that ho was starving ‘in his present confine- 
ment.” I was readily admitted into tho locked 
courtyard of the jail, and then into the threo 
chien. building, whery about troaty prisoners 
were confined. The western chien was oocupicd, 
like many Chinceo houses, with a large bed plat- 
form—k’eng,—upon which: sat about a dozen 
priscnera.t.."Tho “middle ‘chien wae the opon 
free part of tha room, where many underlings 
wore eating, smoking, talking, otc., with a 
few prisoners antoag them. The easiern chien 
was partitione! off by heay and thick upright 
bars. "The floor was medo of heavy: planks, and 
raiged’ about three foot high. This floor hada 
Hitle dirty'straw upon it, and was the bed for 
the dozen prisoners squatting at the side. They 
hsd no bedding. Thoir hair was long and an. 
eared for, They were whito, like plants long oon- 
fiued from the san.
